During the recent interrogation of HOPFEN it was detennined that since 
his dismissal from CIC he had succeeded in finding three outlets for his fabri- 
cated infoimation.

A, Through Alfred HOENIG, alias KOENIG, an Austrian lawyer practicing 
in Freilassing, Germany, to Hans Kuales von WTNDAU, who in turn passed it 
on to a FIS representative f ran Innsbruck, this operation had originally 
been proposed to the French Intelligence Service by a French agent, Mlroea 
POPA, an employee of Radio Free Europe in Munich, 



B, Through Alfred HOENIG to one Hans HARTC of Munich who, it appears, 
is in contact witl^he intelligence branch of the Bonn Government through 
one ( fnu) SCHlTEZ, -"^This lead is presently being Investigated and further 
Information will be forwarded when available. 



C, Through Laszlo SZEWTGY0RC2:, alias Easzlo EAIHER, to Bela EENGIEL, 

HOPFEN admitted that he had passed identical information reports to «n three 
recipients and that he had fabricated the reports through the use of files which 
he had built during the war, HOPFEN succeeded in convincing his clients of the 
existence of his^ "network” in B&manla by having various sr^port documents printed 
in Austin and passing these on to his clients as genuine Rumanian menus, theater

C, Some time around 19^ CONSTANTINESCU met Margarete G®0SSGH0PFj the 
exact date and circumstances of this initial meeting are not knbim. However 

j it is known that in the summer of 19^1 GROSSCHOPF moved into CONSTANTINESCU* 

\ apaximient* Through GROSSCHOPF, CONSTANTINESCU made a number of useful intel- 
\ ligence connections. One of these was Max ADAMCIK who is known in Austrian 
intelligence circles as a Yugoslav agent and who, by this time, had moved 
fitm .Vienna to Eaibach, Yugoslavia, Through this GROSSCHOPF/ADAMCIK channel,.. 
CONSTANTINESCU atteng>ted to negotiate an agreement between General CHlEORiGSlE 
and the UDBa through which GHEOHCSiE would be able to obtain information on 
the Rumanian emigres in Yugoslavia, In June $2 CONSTANTINESCU was informed 
by GROSSCHOPF that two Yugoslav agents had arrived in Salzburg, CONSTANTIN- 
ES CU met these two officers but it is not known what transpired or what 
agreements were made between CONSTANTINESCU and the two officers, OONSTAN- 
TIHESCU claims that he never learned their names. Based on information sub- 
mitted by a CIC informant, it appears highly probable that CONSTANTINESCU

D, Through GHOSSfflOPF, CONSTANTIHESCU also maintains contact mth one 

j Bohumil EAUSMANN, fomdr Czech ministre who is presently working foa the 

Ttro government "as an Economic adviser. According to several CIC rroorts, 
EAUSMANN is authorized to issue Yugpelav visas in special cases, ana fre- 
quently visits Salzburg where he mrfets OOSSCHOPF, Another intimate^ Czech 
acquaintance of GROSSCHOPF is one x^rantisek MAGHAOiEK who is also a fomer 
Czech official now livi^ in Exile, In the suimter of 1953 GHDSSCHOPE 
visited Paris together with MCHACHEK and stayed at 30 Hue Milton, Paris IXe, 
France; but it is not known what transpired during this visit. Presently 
GROSSCHOPF plans to immigrate to South America with MACHACHEK and e:qpects 
to leave in the beginning of 19$h* In preparation for her immigration, she 
is now atten 5 )ting to find a person who can replace her as an Informant for 
the UDBa, It is known that she has thus approached an individual who is a 
CIC informant who reported the approach to CIC, The CIC informant been 
instructed by GROSSCHOPF to consider the offer; if he decides to accept, 
he is to contact EAUSMANN when the latter visits Salzburg and introduce 
himself as a friend of "Hlapec", which is the cover, name assigned to GHOSS- 
CHOPF by the UDBa, This particrilar lead will be investigated further and

E, It is highly probable that CONSTANTINES CU, through GROSSCHOPF, is in 
contact with, or at least is being tapped by, Soviet intelligence through 
ffiiOSSCHOPF>s numerous connections with Soviet agents.

from the Austrian police, EMIEIANOV di^atched GROSSCHOPF to Yugoslavia 
in Frebbuary 53 for an unspecified purpose. Another Soviet IS contact of 
GROSSCHOPF 's is her brother, ferich OIO^YER. who is a well-known Communist 
activist presently working as an xnielllgence informer for the Soviet 
Kommandantura in Urfahr, Austria, Fc^ 19 3U to the end of the war he 
resided in Russia, Yet andther of GROSSCHOPF *s Soviet IS contacts is

Freilassing who is generally believe® to be connected with Czech intelligence* 
In the spring of 1952 OSTER was inv olv ed in a smugging operation that resulted 
in the confiscation of his car by th^German police, Herbert MALNER and ■ 

Kurt AUNER of ZIPPER were allegedly iSyolved in this smugging rtng, which 
also included one Cfnu) KAINER who waa- arrested by the police and retcdned 
HOETJIG, alias KOENIG (see i*ara 3 T), «®ove) as his lawyer. In March 52 GROSS- 
CHOPF and OSTER were seen boarding t® direct coach between Salzburg and 
Trieste, Just prior to the departura of the train it was observed by a CIC 
informant that GROSSCHOPF received some papers frcan CONSTANTINESCU presumably 
for transmittal to the UDBa, .

did with the set, LENGIEL merely instructed CONSTANTINESCU to pass the set on 
to a reliable person in Rumania. LENCffEL further promised to provide CONSTAN- 
TINESCU with another set at a later date for CONSTANTINESCU to pass oh to another 
reliable resident agent in Rumania, LENGIEL then gave CONSTANTINESCU the signal 
plan that goes with the setj CONSTANTINESCU however thought that the signal plan 
was in 9 >ractical. He claims, therefore, that he worked out a slgpiL plan himaftif 
which he siibmitted to LENGIEL for approval, LENGIEL allegedly has not as yet 
returned CONSTANTINESGU's plan. Soon after receiving the radio set from LENGIEL, 
CON^ANTINESCU tumed the set over to one of his UDBa contacts who was visiting •- 
him in Salzburg. CONSTANTINESCU claims that he later picked the set from his 
UDBa contact in lugoslavia and gave it to a Rumanian named "Dusan", who in turn 
sent the radio into Rumania via a Danube rlverraan, 

6, The second radio which LENGIEL. tumed over to CONSTANTINESCU was never 
actually seen by CONSTANTINESCU as it was delivered to CONSTANTINESCU's ?>artment 
in Salzburg while he was in Graz. On 30 September 53 CONSTANTINESCU was arrested 
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by the Austrian Gendarmerie in the Graz railroad station. He was preparing 
to leave for Marburg, YUGOSLAVIA, and was cariying documents containing infoiv 
mation about the following:

The Austrian Gendarmerie's attempts to interrogate CONSTANTINESCU ended in 
failure,. ,Je was then turned over to the British whn, ^ 6 October 53, trans- 
ferred tSm to U.S. cutody. On the day following 00HS^®iriNESCD's arrest in 
Graz, his aparianent in Salzburg and that of his girlfriend, Maria GRABOWIEKI,i-^ 
were searched by CIO agents. This search revealed the second RS-6 radio set 
and two suitcases full of documents. These documents were photographed by 
CIC and then turned over to KUBARK for retention; they will be forwarded to 
Headquarters under separate cover. 



The HOPFEM/LEHGIEL Relationship 

7, Through his assistant, Easzlo SZENTO/ORGY, alias LAIMER, lENGYEI.: also 
issued two radios to Josef HOPFEN, These radios were apparently issued with the 
vague insti*uctions that HOPFEN smuggle them into Rumania to some trustworthy 
person and inform this person that the radios were only intended to be used in- ■* 
wartime. In addition to the radios, HOPFEN was issued a complete cipher plan, 
but apparently no signal plan. Some time after the issue di the radios, HOPFEN 
notified LAIM^ that he had managed to dispatch them to Rumania with the instruc- 
tions that they were not to be used until the advent of war. The issue of two 
radios from LATHER pronpted HOPFEN to notify HARIL of the "eadLstence" of a radio 
netwoib in Rumania that was available to HOPFEN, When HOPFEN was arrested on 

11 October 53, these radios and the cipher plans were found in his home. 

The EENGIEE/ESPY Relationship 

8, On 29 September 53 Bela LENGYEE, was interviewed by CIC, Salzburg, con- 
cerning his connections with CONSTANTINESCU, LENGYEL stated that he had hired 
COIKTANTINESCU to gather intelligence for him and that CONSTANTINESCU* s reports 
were highly evaluated by LENGYEL' s superiors, LENGYBE. admitted having given 
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CJONSTAHTIIIESCU two two-way radio sets to b^sent into Rumania. He claims that 
he got these radios and three others from yames ESPY, political advisor to the 
Commanding General, USFA. EENGIEL stated that he had been in contact with 
ESPY's intelligence organization for about three years. He had received brief- 
ings and passed intelligencLe reports through a cut-out, Anton RADVAHSKY.^i who 
is the owner and editor of^the Hungarian refugee newspaper, "Hungaria”,^aln 



Munich. RADVANSKT, who nl|intains a peimanent residence in Paris, 33 de 
Granelbut spends most of.^ms time in Munich, Germany, met with lENOY ^a about 
onjce a month in Salzburi^to effect the transfer of reports between 
an^ ESPY. In February ^3|^VANSKY introduced LENGYEL to ESPY, but B^GIEL 
was instructed to contaci®lSPY only in case of emergency. According.^a state- 
ments made by EENGIEI., he^eceived a total of five radios from ESPY#t^mugh 
H&DVANSKYj two of these were transmitted to HOPFEN through SZENTGY0BC3^b.ias 
iAIMER, two were issued ly/IENGIEIj^ personally to CONSTANTINESCD who aijpj^rently 
took one of these to YugomLavia, and the final is still in the possess^n of 
LENGYEL in Graz« J '.J

10, On 28 July ^2 CIC informant 3766-T reported through Informant 3795 
that Margarets CSIOSSCHOPF mentioned that an old friend of hers from the GSR 
who is now an American citizen is about to arrive in Salzburg, GEDSSCIfi)PF 
stated that the man is a U.S. foreign service officer who was then stationed 
in Argentina and who is expected to be transferred to Austria, 

Conolusions 

11, Further investigation is not contemplated exc^t in so far as is possible 
throxxgh agents of this base and through study of inf ormation 'avifflable to 0-2 and 
CIC, Additional interrogations of the individuals involved is not planned at this 
time. If any other specific action is desired it is requested that this base be 
notified.

e^nnections with the various "mills” as rep reacted by these individuals* 
:^nis resulted in a general raising of the stamard of the local U.S, intel- 
‘^igence effort above that previously obtain^S, The recent discovery that 
'ahese same individuals are now and have for sme time been recipients of 
^substantial backing by U.S. intelligence has mthout doubt caused a severe 
4 ^ow to local KUBABK prestige, at least as fe^as USFA is concerned, despite 
'^^e fact that KUBARE in Austria was in fact ti^nfozmed on the operation. Our 
inability to explain after the fact has not aided us in our atten 5 >ts to 
^pLeviate this situation.
